Parks director vindicates golf course manager

Municipal Golf Course 
manager Brandon Potts re¬ 
ceived a clean bill of health 
Tuesday by the Henderson 
City Commission after 
some salty allegations had 
been made against him 
during a meeting March 26. 

An audience of about 30 
of his supporters left im¬ 
mediately afterward. 

Mark Cunningham, who 
said he represented the 
Henderson Golf Alliance, 
alleged last month that 
Potts had “left a gaping hole 
in the course” when he tore 
out a century-old staircase, 
which Cunningham called 
“an abomination, ” and 
also alleged that Potts has 
done such things as have 
city employees work in 
the privately run pro shop, 
and closed the course “on 
perfectly golf friendly days. 

“Why is the valuable 
city equipment sitting 


outside in 
the weather 
when it has 
historically 
been stored 
in the equip¬ 
ment shed 
where Potts 
now rents Brandon 
private golf Potts 
cart space?” 

Cunningham asked. 

“The alienation of the 
golfers continues. It’s all 
about money for Brandon 
Potts. Please stop Potts be¬ 
fore he does more damage.” 

But an investigation 
made by city Parks and 
Recreation Director Emily 
Gilliam said Cunningham’s 
allegations have “no basis 
that is seen by this depart¬ 
ment,” according to her 
five-page written report 
that addressed each point 
individually. 

“Not one single com¬ 
plaint has been received 
by this office pertaining 
to the management of 
Municipal Golf Course. 


However, there have been 
many golfers and members 
of the general public over 
the past year contact my of¬ 
fice with compliments and 
praise for the changes seen 
at the course. 

“I am not aware of the 
Henderson Golf Alliance 
group and would welcome 
any suggestions they may 
have to make improve¬ 
ments.” 

Some of the improve¬ 
ments made during Potts’ 
administration, she said, in¬ 
cluded installing a practice 
putting green and an out¬ 
door patio; upgrading of tee 
boxes; providing senior tees; 
and making repairs on hole 
No. 6, as well as building a 
new cart path on hole No. 9. 

Furthermore, she said, 
Potts has provided a free 
youth clinic and lessons 
every Friday and started a 
Junior League and a Sun¬ 
day couples scramble with 
tournaments. 

“The management of 
the golf course over the 


last year has met the per¬ 
formance expectations and 
exceeded in some catego¬ 
ries per the contract agree¬ 
ment,” Gilliam concluded, 
adding that she recom¬ 
mends “continued service 
by the current golf course 
manager.” 

As for the destruction of 
the staircase, Gilliam said 
there is no record of those 
limestone slabs “being of 
historic nature or their 
installation date.” They 
were removed and used to 
improve the No. 9 ladies’ 
tee box. 

And the “gaping hole” 
Cunningham referred to, 
she said, has been filled in 
after an irrigation line was 
installed. 

It is within the course 
manager’s discretion 
whether to open the course 
on “golf-friendly days,” she 
said. “The Parks and Rec¬ 
reation office has received 
no calls or complaints from 
the public about the course 
being closed this winter.” 



Lawmakers 
strike accord 
on pensions 


■ Thayer: This will avert a 
looming fiscal catastrophe

FRANKFORT- A pension 
system that had become 
so financially troubled that 
it weakened Kentucky’s 
credit rating would be 
shored up under legisla¬ 
tion approved by the Leg¬ 
islature on Tuesday. 

The proposal now goes 
to Gov. Steve Beshear, who 
played a lead role in craft¬ 
ing it, to be signed into law. 

The legislation would 
provide nearly $100 mil¬ 
lion a year to make the 
state’s required contribu¬ 
tion to the pension plans of 
state government employ¬ 
ees. It also would create 
a 401(k)-like retirement 
plan for new employees 
in an effort to protect the 
pension plans of current 
employees and retirees. 

The House voted 82-17 
for the proposal. The Sen¬ 
ate voted 35-3 on Tuesday 
evening for the funding 


plan, just hours before the 
end of this year’s legisla¬ 
tive session. The proposal 
to create the alternative 
retirement plan was ap¬ 
proved as a separate mea¬ 
sure; it cleared the Senate 
32-6 and the House 70-28. 

“It is my opinion that 
this will avert a looming 
fiscal catastrophe,” said 
Senate Floor Leader Da¬ 
mon Thayer, the George¬ 
town Republican who has 
been working on the pen¬ 
sion issue for years. 

Beshear and legislative 
leaders had been trying 
for the past three weeks 
to develop a revenue bill 
that rank-and-file lawmak¬ 
ers would support. 

What they ended up 
with was a 228-page bill 
that tweaked the state’s 
tax code to generate some 
$63 million while pulling 
another $33 million from 
other sources to make the

Commission approves 
new-business position

The city of Henderson’s 
new business development 
liaison may feel tugged 
in opposite directions 
at times, the Henderson 
City Commission was told 
Tuesday as it approved 
creation of the new posi¬ 
tion. 

The change upgrades 
the administrative secre¬ 
tary position in the city 
Codes Division currently 
held by Theresa Richey, 
which will boost her sal¬ 
ary about $2,000 annu¬ 
ally. Part of her current 
secretarial duties will fall 
to one of the Codes Divi¬ 
sion’s two part-time office 
assistants, converting the 
chosen half-time job to a 
full-time secretarial posi¬ 
tion. 

Assistant City Manager 
William “Buzzy” New¬ 
man said the idea behind 
the new position is to have 
someone in city govern¬ 
ment who is both an advo¬ 
cate and an assistant for 
those wanting to develop 


new businesses here or to 
expand existing ones. Be¬ 
cause Richey will continue 
to have some of her regular 
duties in the Codes Divi¬ 
sion, he said, she may on 
occasion feel a little split 
down the middle. “There 
are going to be times she’s 
going to be rooting for the 
developer and maybe pit¬ 
ted against the codes de¬ 
partment.” 

But Newman said she 
was the best fit for the job 
and “probably the most 
qualified. Unless you live 
it and breathe it every day 
... it is cumbersome. It’s 
almost overwhelming” to 
try to develop projects in 
almost any community if 
you’re not doing it all the 
time, he said. 

Newman said Richey is 
“going to be our eyes and 
ears and our leadership 
to help” developers, esti¬ 
mating it will take about 30 
days to get the program up 
and running. 

“We’re feeling our way 
through this process with 
this job,” Commissioner

The body of a 70-year- 
old Henderson man was 
discovered by a Hender¬ 
son County sheriff’s dep¬ 
uty Sunday morning, two 
days after the man’s truck 
got stuck in floodwaters. 

Deputy Terry Harmon 
said he found the body 
of Melvin Duane Marks 
while out on routine patrol 


on Tillman Bethel Road. 
The water was close to 
chest deep on Marks when 
the deputy located him ly¬ 
ing on the side of the road. 

Tillman Bethel Road 
had flooded sometime on 
Friday, and Marks’ truck 
apparently had stalled 
in the water. It appeared 
Marks had attempted to 
walk out, Harmon said. 
Marks did not have a 
phone on him. 

Dispatch received a call 


Friday about a truck stuck 
in water on Tillman Bethel 
Road with the driver side 
door open, Harmon said. A 
deputy was sent to check 
on it, but the water was too 
deep, so the rescue squad 
was notified. No one was 
discovered during a search 
by rescue squad personnel. 

Marks had been stay¬ 
ing with his sister in 
Spottsville at the time of

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New Jersey man claims 
$338 million Powerball

LAWRENCEVILLE, NJ. - A 

New Jersey man says he 
felt “pure joy” at winning 
a $338 million Powerball 
jackpot but has no idea 
what he will do with the 
money — except buy a 
car, to replace his feet as 
his primary mode of trans¬ 
portation. 

Dominican immigrant 
Pedro Quezada, 45, and 
his wife, Ines, appeared at 
New Jersey lottery head¬ 
quarters Tuesday to offi¬ 
cially claim the prize. Both 
came in jeans, accompa¬ 
nied by four of his eight 
siblings and two nephews. 

The former bodega 
owner-operator, who came 
to the United States from 
the city of Jarabacoa 26 
years ago, said his mind 
is not clear enough yet to 
figure out how he will use 
the money or where he 
might live. 

He did say he could use 
a good car. Asked what 
kind of car he has now, he 
said, “My feet.” 

Lottery officials said 
Quezada had decided to 
accept the winnings in the 
form of a lump-sum pay¬ 
ment worth $221 million, 
or about $152 million after 
taxes. It’s the fourth-largest 
jackpot in Powerball history. 

He showed up Monday 
afternoon at the liquor 
store in Passaic where he 
purchased the ticket, not 
knowing if he held the win¬ 
ner. The ticket was validat¬ 
ed at 4:17 p.m., giving him 
less than 24 hours to weigh 
his future as a multimil¬ 
lionaire before appearing 
at the news conference. 

He was asked questions 
in Spanish and English and 
answered all the questions 
in Spanish, with a transla¬ 
tor standing next to him. 

He was peppered with 
questions about he would 
spend the money. 

“It has to change,” he 
said when asked about 
how his life would be dif¬ 
ferent now. “Imagine... so 
much money. But it will

not change my heart.” 

He said he would share 
his winnings with family 
members and would use 
some to help his commu¬ 
nity, though he didn’t yet 
know how. He said his wife 
of nine years, Ines San¬ 
chez, could have “what¬ 
ever she wants.” 

When he realized he 
had won, he said, “I felt 
pure joy, just happiness.” 

Up until last year, 
Quezada had worked 15- 
hour days at a bodega in 
his adopted hometown of 
Passaic, in northern New 
Jersey. His son now runs 
the small grocery. 

He said his bodega days 
are over, and given all the 
money he won, he doesn’t 
plan to let his son keep 
working there, either. 

But, on Tuesday, Queza¬ 
da would not talk about 
any of the hard times that 
had befallen him in the 
past. 

“My life has changed,” 
he said. 

When she got the call 
from him Monday, his wife 
said: “I had no words. ... 
My heart wanted to come 
out of my chest.” 

“All I can say is I feel 
very happy that God has 
blessed us with this prize,” 
said Sanchez, who is from 
Tlaxcala, Mexico. 

Quezada is the father 
of five children, ranging 
in age from 23 to 5. He has 
one grandchild.

Condemned inmate rejected for hip surgery

LOUISVILLE - Six Kentucky hos¬ 
pitals have refused to perform a 
$56,000 hip replacement surgery 
on a death row inmate whose 
execution date could come this 
year. 

Their refusal pits the hospi¬ 
tals’ safety concerns against 
the state’s obligation to provide 
medical care to prisoners, and 
leaves the inmate’s medical sta¬ 
tus in limbo. 

After state officials tried for 
more than a year to find a facil¬ 
ity to perform the surgery on 
56-year-old Robert Foley, the 


University of Louisville Hospital 
and the University of Kentucky 
Medical Center turned them 
down. They were the latest hos¬ 
pitals consulted by the state in 
an extensive search. 

The decisions are noted in a 
court filing Tuesday. Foley’s im¬ 
mediate future is unclear, but he 
is one of two Kentucky death row 
inmates whose executions are 
waiting to be scheduled. 

Foley was convicted of killing 
six people in eastern Kentucky 
in 1989 and 1991. That’s more 
victims than any other prisoner 
on the state’s death row. His sta¬ 
tus as an extremely dangerous 
prisoner was a key factor in the 


state’s difficulty finding a sur¬ 
geon and hospital, according to 
the documents obtained through 
a public records request and a 
lawsuit filed by Foley. 

The quest to find a medical 
facility for Foley comes as Ken¬ 
tucky is trying to restart execu¬ 
tions after a nearly four-year 
delay. A judge in Frankfort is 
weighing whether a new one- 
or two-drug method passes le¬ 
gal muster as a replacement for 
the three-drug lethal injection 
tossed out in 2010. 

Besides the hospitals in Louis¬ 
ville and Lexington, which turned 
down the state in December and 
March, hospitals in Paducah, 


Murray, Madisonville and Frank¬ 
fort have previously denied re¬ 
quests from the state to perform 
the surgery. 

Kristi Lopez, a spokeswoman 
for the University of Kentucky 
Medical Center in Lexington, 
echoed what other hospitals 
have said in refusing to do Fol¬ 
ey’s surgery. 

“There were logistical and 
safety concerns,” Lopez said 
Tuesday. 

Emails and memos obtained by 
The Associated Press show cor¬ 
rections officials struggling for 
a year to reconcile their duty to 
provide medical care with the po¬ 
litical ramifications of spending 


tens of thousands of dollars for 
surgery on a man they plan to 
execute. The hospitals’ security 
concerns became a key problem. 

Also, state officials worried 
about inviting scorn from Fox 
News pundits if they spent mon¬ 
ey on a hip replacement for a man 
who might soon be executed. 

Then-Kentucky State Peniten¬ 
tiary warden Phil Parker wrote in 
an email on Nov. 22,2010: “I can see 
this making Fox News on a slow 
news day, maybe even on a busy 
news day. In fact, I bet (Fox News 
host Bill O’Reilly) would love to put 
this in his ‘Pinheads’ commentary. 
Just a thought to consider before it 
goes too much further.”

Victims’ kin can’t sit up front with photos 

KNOXVILLE Jenn.- The families of two young torture killing 
victims in Knoxville can wear photo buttons of their loved 
ones or they can sit up front in the courtroom, but not both. 

The Knoxville News Sentinel reported Senior Judge 
Walter Kurtz ruled Monday that if relatives of Channon 
Christian and Christopher Newsom wear the buttons, they 
must sit two or three rows behind suspect George Thomas 
and his attorneys. The families had sat directly behind 
prosecutors and within feet of jurors at previous trials. 

Thomas and Vanessa Coleman were granted new tri¬ 
als in the 2007 killings in the wake of a prescription pill 
scandal involving the previous trial judge. Coleman — 
of Lebanon, Ky. — was reconvicted and sentenced to 35 
years in prison. Thomas will be tried May 13. 

Pulaski County tornado confirmed 

FERGUSON, Ky. - The National Weather Service says a 
tornado hit over the weekend in south-central Kentucky. 

A statement from the Jackson office says the EF-1 tor¬ 
nado touched down Sunday in the city of Ferguson in 
Pulaski County. An EF-1 tornado packs winds of up to 
100 miles per hour. 

Media reported that the twister caused property dam¬ 
age, but no injuries were reported. 

According to a statement from the weather service, the 
tornado traveled about 700 yards, destroying a building, 
damaging some homes and downing trees in its path. 

McConnell talks about compromise need 

FRANKFORT- U.S. Senate Republican Leader Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell is talking about the need for bipartisan com¬ 
promise between lawmakers on the big issues facing 
the country. 

McConnell told business leaders at a luncheon in 
Frankfort that Washington political leaders especially 
need to work together to reform Medicare and Social 
Security. 

Facing re-election next year, McConnell made no 
mention of potential challengers in a speech at the Capi¬ 
tal Plaza Hotel. At least two Democrats — Secretary 
of State Alison Lundergan Grimes and actress Ashley 
Judd — are considering running against him. Tea party 
groups have also been considering a GOP rival in the 
Republican primary. 

MSU president’s removal addressed 

MURRAY - The Murray State University Board of Re¬ 
gents chairman has responded to concerns from staff 
about a recent decision to not renew the contract of the 
school’s president. 

Dr. Constantine Curris sent a letter on Monday to 
Murray State Staff Congress President John Young Jr., 
and it was also forwarded to local media outlets. 

In the letter, Curris outlined the parameters that the 
board used to arrive at its decision during its March 15 
meeting. Curris said regents evaluated President Randy 
Dunn on several factors including the school’s academic 
standing, student enrollment, financial health as well 
as the president’s relationships with staff, faculty and 
board members. 

Young had expressed concerns last week about the 
vote, noting that board members did not outline how 
Dunn was evaluated during the meeting. 

“I can understand the fact that you and the other mem¬ 
bers of the Staff Congress were disappointed and sad¬ 
dened by the outcome of the vote. It was a difficult deci¬ 
sion for this Board, and not one that any member relished. 
Nevertheless, I am convinced that each Regent made a 
conscientious decision based on the facts and on his or 
her judgment as to what was in the best interest of the 
University in the years ahead,” Curris said in the letter.

Study: Under 
reforms, Ky.

LOUISVILLE - A new study 
says costs of medical 
claims would rise an aver¬ 
age of 34 percent for indi¬ 
viduals in Kentucky next 
year under the Affordable 
Care Act. 

The study was released 
recently by the Society 
of Actuaries, the nation’s 
leading group of financial 
risk analysts. It addresses 
only individual policies, 
not employer plans. 

The cost of medical 
claims is the biggest driver 
of health insurance premi¬ 
ums. 

In Kentucky, Gov. Steve 
Beshear created a state- 
run marketplace to sell 
insurance to individuals 
and small businesses un¬ 
der the act. 

The Kentucky Health 
Benefits Exchange will 
eventually help more than 
640,000 uninsured Ken¬ 
tuckians arrange cover¬ 
age under the Affordable 
Care Act. 

Another key compo¬ 
nent of the act is a possi¬ 
ble change to Medicaid — 
states can decide whether 
to expand the federal-state 
program that helps pay for 
health care for the poor 
and disabled.

Senate budget 
puts onus back 
on president 

The U.S. Congress has what is called “regular 
order,” meaning that the lawmaking process fol¬ 
lows well-defined written procedures. It requires 
the president to submit the following year’s budget 
by the first Monday in February, and then the House 
and Senate budget committees submit budgets of 
their own. A House-Senate conference committee 
then agrees on a compromise and submits it to both 
houses of Congress in the form of a resolution, one 
that is technically nonbinding but that greatly influ¬ 
ences how federal spending is arrived at. 

President Barack Obamahas yet to submit his budget. 
The White House says it may be sent to Congress the 
week of April 8, more than two months late. 

Last week, the House passed its budget resolution, 
the work of Budget Committee Chairman Paul Ryan, 
the 2012 GOP vice presidential candidate. Basically, 
the budget is a reworking of earlier Ryan budgets and, 
if anything, it’s even more politically unpalatable. It 
promises to balance the budget in 10 years instead of 
20, as in the previous document, through massive cuts 
in federal spending. And it would replace Medicare 
with a voucher system, a political nonstarter. 

Ryan boasted that this was the third consecutive 
year the House had passed a budget on time, a dig at 
the Democratic-controlled Senate that hadn’t passed 
a budget at all in four years. 

Just before dawn on Saturday, the Senate in fact 
narrowly passed a budget resolution, 50-49, calling 
for $3.7 trillion in spending next year and $975 billion 
in tax increases over the decade. The budget calls 
for modest cuts in defense, farm subsidies and some 
health programs, but those savings would go to finance 
repeal of the $1.2 trillion in automatic spending cuts 
over 10 years, the “sequestration” that Congress got 
itself locked into. 

The budget — the handiwork of Senate Budget 
Committee Chairwoman Patty Murray, D-Wash. — 
would shield most of the programs that her House 
counterpart would like to cut. It would not balance 
the budget; instead, it would reduce the annual deficit 
—projected at $900 billion for 2013 — to $566 billion 
in 10 years. 

Murray is too gentle, whereas Ryan is too harsh. 
The two budgets are so far apart that Senate Leader 
Harry Reid said he sees little reason to send them to 
a conference committee. 

The next move is Obama’s budget, in a process that 
has become neither regular nor orderly.

There is a yarn about a 
small town where all the 
churches were infested 
with squirrels. Each con¬ 
gregation prayed about 
how to rid themselves of 
these pests and then took 
actions that corresponded 
to their denominational in¬ 
clinations. 

One church discerned 
that it should show mercy 
on the squirrels and find 
them new homes; another 
that it should drown the 
beasts; and still another, 
that the invasion was pre¬ 
destined and that they 
should endure their fate. 
In each case, the squirrels 
simply became more nu¬ 
merous than ever before. 

But one church took a 
different tack. As the sto¬ 
ry goes, “They baptized 
the squirrels and entered 
their names on the roll of 
the church’s membership. 
And now they only see 
the squirrels at Easter and 
Christmas.” 

In four days Easter will 
be here, and earlier than 
usual. 

The sanctuaries of lo¬ 
cal churches will swell, 
filled with members who 
attend only occasionally 
or who, on that day, bring 
their entire families. Little 
girls will be dressed exqui¬ 
sitely by their mothers, in 
black patent-leather shoes 
and white frilly dresses 
with pink sashes, while 
little boys in neckties will 
squirm in their tiny suits. 

Our household is famil¬ 
iar with such traditions, 
and another besides: 
watching “The Ten Com¬ 
mandments” on the night 
before Easter Sunday. 

For more than 30 years, 
ABC has broadcast Cecil 
B. DeMille’s 3 1/2-hour 
epic during the Easter 
holiday (despite the fact 
that “The Ten Command¬ 
ments” concerns Moses, 
not the crucifixion and 
resurrection of Jesus some 
15 centuries later, although 
both do have ties to the 
Passover). 

The movie was a sen¬ 
sation when it was origi¬ 
nally released in 1956, the 
year before I was born. It 
grossed $65.5 million at 
the box office, which when 
adjusted for movie ticket 
inflation ranks it as the No. 
6 box office hit of all time, 
on par with “Titanic” and 
“Jaws,” according to Box- 
OfficeMojo.com. 

And it has staying pow¬ 
er; ABC’s broadcast of the 
movie on Easter Eve 2012

represented the network’s 
best nonsports Saturday 
“since the last time ABC 
aired” it the previous year, 
The Washington Post re¬ 
ported at the time. 

The film — “The great¬ 
est event in motion picture 
history!” the original mov¬ 
ie poster humbly declared 
— earned seven Oscar 
nominations. It won the 
Academy Award for best 
special effects for the rep¬ 
resentations of Moses (or 
his brother Aaron) trans¬ 
forming wooden staffs into 
wiggling snakes, turning 
the Nile into blood, part¬ 
ing the Red Sea and much 
more as they brought the 
slaves out of captivity in 
Egypt and to the threshold 
of the promised land. 

Although none of the 
actors received Oscar 
nominations, “The Ten 
Commandments” fea¬ 
tures some memorable 
performances: Charlton 
Heston as Moses; Edward 
G. Robinson as the vile 
Dathan, an overseer of He¬ 
brew slaves and occasional 
spy for Pharaoh; Vincent 
Price, the cruel Egyptian 
builder Baka; John Derek, 
the hunky Hebrew stone 
carver Joshua (years later, 
he became Mr. Bo Derek). 

But the greatest scenery 
chewing of all was by Yul 
Brynner. He played Ra- 
meses, the son of the Pha¬ 
raoh Sethi and a rival of 
Moses for both the throne 
of Egypt and the hand of 
the beautiful princess Ne¬ 
fretiri. But Nefretiri only 
has eyes for Moses, a suc¬ 
cessful general for Egypt 
and the builder of a city to 
honor Sethi. Then Rame- 
ses learns that Moses, who 
grew up in the household 
of Pharaoh, is in fact He¬ 
brew and, with Pharaoh’s 
consent, exiles Moses to 
the desert. 

The Moses-versus- 
Ramses tale makes for 
great cinema, except that 
most of it isn’t true, or at 
least not Scriptural. It’s 
made up — extracted in 
large part from Dorothy 
Clarke Wilson’s 1949 novel 
“Prince of Egypt.” 

The original screen¬ 
ing of “The Ten 


Commandments” began 
with an unconventional 
introduction in which Ce¬ 
cil B. DeMille walked onto 
a theater stage, stepped to 
a microphone and said, 
“As you know, the Holy 
Bible omits some 30 years 
of Moses’ life” — as in, the 
part between the time he 
was a Hebrew baby float¬ 
ing on the Nile in a papy¬ 
rus basket and when, as a 
grown man, Moses killed 
an Egyptian who was beat¬ 
ing a Hebrew slave, then 
quickly fled Egypt. 

“To fill in those missing 
years, we turn to ancient 
historians such as Philo 
and Josephus,” who each 
lived some 1,400 centuries 
after Moses but, according 
to DeMille, “had access to 
documents long since de¬ 
stroyed — or perhaps lost, 
like the Dead Sea Scrolls.” 
(The first of the Dead Sea 
Scrolls had been found just 
10 years earlier, and the 
last fragments were still 
being pulled from des¬ 
ert caves as the opening 
credits for “The Ten Com¬ 
mandments” first flashed 
on a silver screen.) 

Josephus does indeed 
write in his “Antiquities 
of the Jews” of the Hebrew 
Moses serving as a gen¬ 
eral for Pharaoh against 
the invading Ethiopians. 
But rather than describe a 
romance between Moses 
and the Egyptian princess 
Nefretiri, Josephus re¬ 
ports that “Tharbis (who) 
was the daughter of the 
king of the Ethiopians” 
saw General Moses fight¬ 
ing courageously and “fell 
deeply in love with him; 
and upon the prevalency 
of that passion, sent to him 
the most faithful of all her 
servants to discourse with 
him about their marriage.” 
Moses accepted on the 


condition the Ethiopians 
would surrender their city. 

“No sooner was the 
agreement made, but it 
took effect immediately; 
and when Moses had cut 
off the Ethiopians, he gave 
thanks to God, and con¬ 
summated his marriage, 
and led the Egyptians 
back to their own land,” 
Josephus wrote. 

It’s a compelling story. 
But DeMille, apparently 
hesitant to present to a 
mid-1950s audience an ac¬ 
count of a consummated 
marriage between the 
very Caucasian Charleton 
Heston and the presum¬ 
ably very African prin¬ 
cess of Ethiopia, instead 
engineered a love story be¬ 
tween Moses and a Nefre¬ 
tiri portrayed by a creamy 
white Anne Baxter. 

However, careful watch¬ 
ers of “The Ten Com¬ 
mandments” will recall 
the scene in which the 
triumphant Moses pres¬ 
ents to Pharaoh Sethi the 
plunder of his victory, in¬ 
cluding the Ethiopian king 
... and his fetching dark- 
skinned “sister,” who asks 
permission of Pharaoh to 
give Moses, “your prince 
of Egypt,” a “green stone 
from our mountains ... for 
he is kind as well as wise.” 

“It is pleasing to the 
gods to see a man honored 
by his enemies,” Pharaoh 
says approvingly. 

“And such a beautiful 
enemy,” Princess Nefretiri 
says acidly. 

We’ll undoubtedly 
watch “The Ten Com¬ 
mandments” again this 
Easter Eve... even if it does 
get a little squirrelly with 
the facts, Scripture-wise.

Investigators found 
bomb-making materials 
and pants that appeared to 
have blood on them in the 
car of a man suspected of 
killing Colorado’s prisons 
chief, according to docu¬ 
ments made public Tues¬ 
day. 

Authorities also found 
maps, handwritten direc¬ 
tions and documents from 
the Department of Cor¬ 
rections in Evan Spencer 
Ebel’s black Cadillac. Also 
found were a Domino’s 
Pizza worker’s shirt and 
visor, and a pizza carrier 
bag along with zip ties and 
duct tape.

BISMARCK-North Dakota’s 
governor positioned the 
oil-rich state Tuesday as a 
primary battleground in 
the decades-old fight over 
abortion rights, signing into 
law the nation’s toughest 
restriction on the proce¬ 
dure and urging lawmak¬ 
ers to set aside cash for an 
inevitable legal challenge. 

Minutes after Republi¬ 
can Gov. Jack Dalrymple 
signed three anti-abortion 
measures — one banning 
them as early as six weeks 
into a pregnancy — unso¬ 
licited donations began 
pouring into the state’s 
lone abortion clinic to help 
opponents prove the new 
laws are unconstitutional. 

SOUTH CAROLINA 

Program to reduce 
poverty expands 

COLUMBIA- A federal pro¬ 
gram intended to reduce 
poverty and improve life in 
rural areas through better 
access to federal funding 
is expanding to six states, 
officials said Tuesday. 

Secretary of Agriculture 
Tom Vilsack traveled to 
South Carolina to announce 
the expansion of the so- 
called StrikeForce initiative, 
which already operates in 
10 states. The program also 
will now be available in the 
Carolinas, the Dakotas, Ala¬ 
bama and Virginia. 

The goal of StrikeForce 
is to help farmers, food 
producers and other busi¬ 
nesses get access to money 
for projects such as new 
wells, greenhouses, com¬ 
munity gardens, kitchen 
space and summer meals 
for low-income school- 
children. The money is 
often hard to access due 
to complicated grant ap¬ 
plications, requirements 
for matching funds, and 
limited staffing. 


U.S., allies to kick up 
anti-piracy efforts 

WASHINGTON - The U.S. 
and some of its allies are 
considering plans to in¬ 
crease anti-piracy opera¬ 
tions along Africa’s west 
coast, spurred on by con¬ 
cerns that money from 
the attacks is funding a 
Nigerian-based insurgent 
group that is linked to one 
of al-Qaida’s most danger¬ 
ous affiliates. 

Piracy in the Gulf of 
Guinea has escalated 
during the past year, and 
senior U.S. defense and 
counter-piracy officials 
say allied leaders are 
weighing whether beefed 
up enforcement efforts 
that worked against pi¬ 
rates off the Somalia coast 
might also be needed in 
the waters off Nigeria. 

Secret Service gets 
first female director 

WASHINGTON - President 
Barack Obama on Tues¬ 
day named veteran Secret 
Service agent Julia Pierson 
as the agency’s first female 
director, signaling his de¬ 
sire to change the culture 
at the male-dominated 
service, which has been 
marred by scandal. 

Pierson, who most 
recently served as the 
agency’s chief of staff, 
will take over from Mark 
Sullivan, who announced 
his retirement last month. 
The agency faced intense 
criticism during Sullivan’s 
tenure for a prostitution 
scandal during prepara¬ 
tions for Obama’s trip to 
Cartagena, Colombia, last 
year. 

The incident raised 
questions within the 
agency — as well as at 
the White House and on 
Capitol Hill — about the 
culture, particularly dur¬ 
ing foreign travel.

Looters run wild 
after weekend coup 

BANGUI - Aid groups and 
the international communi¬ 
ty on Tuesday condemned 
widespread looting in 
Central African Republic’s 
capital, saying that even 
hospitals had been robbed 
in the aftermath of a week¬ 
end coup that ousted the 
president of a decade. 

Efforts to restore order 
to Bangui, a city of700,000, 
came as a rebel leader de¬ 
clared himself the new 
president and announced 
he would stay in power for 
three years. 

More than 1,000 armed 
rebels from the alliance 
known as Seleka attacked 
the capital on Saturday, 
forcing longtime President 
Francois Bozize into exile 
in neighboring Cameroon. 
The fierce fighting left at 
least 13 South African sol¬ 
diers dead and an untold 
number of civilian casual¬ 
ties. 

SYRIA 


Opposition takes 
seat at Arab summit 

DAMASCUS - Syria’s op¬ 
position took over the 
country’s seat for the first 
time at an Arab summit 
Tuesday in a diplomatic 
triumph marred by severe 
divisions in the ranks of 
the Western-backed op¬ 
position alliance. 

The opposition’s ascen¬ 
sion to representing the 
country at the summit in 
Qatar, a key backer of the 
those fighting to topple 
President Bashar Assad, 
demonstrated the extent of 
the regime’s isolation two 
years into a ferocious civil 
war that the U.N. says has 
killed an estimated 70,000 
people. 

In Damascus, the gov¬ 
ernment on Tuesday 
blasted the Arab League’s 
decision, portraying it 
as a selling-out of Arab 


identity to please Israel 
and the United States. 

SOUTH KOREA 


North Korea claims 
forces on high alert 

SEOUL - North Korea’s 
military warned Tues¬ 
day that its artillery and 
rocket forces are at their 
highest-level combat pos¬ 
ture in the latest in a string 
of bellicose threats aimed 
at South Korea and the 
United States. 

The announcement 
came as South Koreans 
marked the third anni¬ 
versary of the sinking of a 
warship in which 46 South 
Korean sailors died. Seoul 
said the ship was hit by a 
North Korean torpedo, 
while the North denies 
involvement. 

Seoul’s Defense Minis¬ 
try said Tuesday it hasn’t 
seen any suspicious North 
Korean military activity 
and that officials are ana¬ 
lyzing the North’s warn¬ 
ing. Analysts say a direct 
North Korean attack is ex¬ 
tremely unlikely, especial¬ 
ly during joint U.S.-South 
Korean military drills that 
end April 30.

SARS-linked virus 
kills Emirati man 

BERLIN- A man from the 
United Arab Emirates who 
was infected with a new 
SARS-related virus died in 
Munich, German authori¬ 
ties said Tuesday. 

The case brings the 
number of confirmed hu¬ 
man cases of new corona- 
virus infection worldwide 
to 17, according to the 
World Health Organiza¬ 
tion. Of these, 11 have died. 

The new virus was first 
identified last year in the 
Middle East, and most of 
the patients infected had 
traveled to Qatar, Saudi 
Arabia, Jordan or Pakistan.

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Marriage Builders aids couples at taxpayer expense

nonprofit to expand staff, services

EVANSVILLE- John Phillips 
is filled with conviction 
that the marriage prepara¬ 
tion and enrichment work¬ 
shops his nonprofit offers 
are making this country a 
better place. 

Phillips, executive di¬ 
rector of Community Mar¬ 
riage Builders, is equally 
certain that the group’s 
work deserves to be fund¬ 
ed, as it has over the past 
several years, by millions 
of dollars from federal tax¬ 
payers. 

“When we know what 
the cost to the federal gov¬ 
ernment is of divorce al¬ 
ready, wouldn’t you rather 
see a portion of that money 
spent to promote marriage 
as to the alternative?” Phil¬ 
lips says in the one-story 
Evansville office build¬ 
ing the organization calls 
home. 

Community Marriage 
Builders, which advertis¬ 
es that it is “dedicated to 
educating and equipping 
the community for life¬ 
time marriages,” has been 
awarded more than $4.3 
million in federal grants 
since 2004. 

By sometime next year, 
when its current grant ex¬ 
pires, it will have collect¬ 
ed more than $5 million 
from three separate fed¬ 
eral grants, the Evansville 
Courier & Press reported 
recently. 

The money has paid 
for more manpower, tak¬ 
ing Community Marriage 
Builders from one full¬ 
time and one-part em¬ 
ployee to seven full-timers 
and more than two dozen 
contractual employees 
who teach “marriage edu¬ 
cation” in workshops. 

It has also funded more 
frequent workshops with 
more varied curricula 
and an expansion of those 
workshops from Vander¬ 
burgh to include Warrick, 
Gibson and Posey coun¬ 
ties. 

‘GET THE SKILLS...’ 

Community Marriage 
Builders employs mar¬ 
riage educators — among 
them social workers, pas¬ 
tors and business leaders 
— who must take training 
courses to teach its classes. 
Avowing that it doesn’t do 
marriage counseling, the 
organization also main¬ 
tains a cadre of profes¬ 
sional counselors to whom 
it makes referrals. 

Phillips said many peo¬ 
ple take too cavalier an ap¬ 
proach to choosing a mar¬ 
riage partner. 

“People will spend 
more time on the house 
they’re going to buy or 
the car they’re going to 
buy than the person they 
hopefully are going to 
spend the rest of their 
life with,” he said. “What 
we’re trying to do is get 
them to recognize that 
there are differences in 
how (potential marriage 
partners) look at things, 
and it’s helpful to know 
what your differences are 
before you start.” 

A handout advertising 
an April 6 grant-funded 
Community Marriage 
Builders “Marriage Insur¬ 
ance” workshop at Evans¬ 
ville’s Sweetwater Event 


Center beseeches couples 
to “get the skills you need 
to make your marriage 
last.” 

“There is no cost for the 
workshop, your lunch is 
included and you will re¬ 
ceive a $100 incentive per 
couple upon completion,” 
the handout states. 

Phillips said the terms 
of the organization’s cur¬ 
rent federal grant, unlike 
the five-year, $2.5 million- 
plus grant that preceded 
it, will not allow Commu¬ 
nity Marriage Builders 
to charge any deposits or 
fees to participate in pro¬ 
grams. 

The payment of bo¬ 
nuses is not required, but 
Phillips said it serves the 
group’s mission by incen- 
tivizing people to partici¬ 
pate. 

Couples and singles do 
complete intake forms 
that ask for information 
about their income and 
education levels, but peo¬ 
ple of any income level 
may participate. They 
may complete only one of 
the group’s grant-funded 
programs per grant cycle. 

Community Mar¬ 
riage Builders also offers 
smaller marriage stress 
workshops in Evansville 
at least twice a week and 
couple-to-couple men¬ 
toring that connects non- 
married couples with 
married couples who 
have overcome relation¬ 
ship crises. 

Phillips is handy with 
program and workshop 
statistics showing nearly 
4,700 individuals have 
participated in the orga¬ 
nization’s federal grant- 
funded programs since 
2006. 

Community Marriage 
Builders’ website says 92 
communities across the 
country asked the group 
in 2006 to help them get 
similar programs started. 

MONEY WELL SPENT? 

Few would deny that 
promoting healthy mar¬ 
riages is a worthwhile 
endeavor — but with an 
$845 billion federal defi¬ 
cit projected in fiscal year 
2013, should taxpayers be 
footing the bill? 

Supporters argue it is 
in the national interest, 
given that taxpayer dol¬ 
lars already address the 
consequences of divorce. 

They cite a 2008 report 
entitled, “The Taxpayer 
Costs of Divorce and Un¬ 
wed Childbearing,” which 
estimates divorce and its 
aftermath are costing fed¬ 
eral and state taxpayers at 
least $112 billion annually. 

The report, co-spon¬ 
sored by four pro-mar¬ 
riage organizations led by 
the Institute for American 
Values, says the figure “in¬ 
cludes the costs of federal, 
state and local government 
programs and foregone tax 
revenues at all levels of 
government.” 

The report posits that 
the fragmentation of the 
family has cost taxpay¬ 
ers more in antipoverty, 
criminal justice and school 
nutrition programs, and 
“through lower levels of 
taxes paid by individuals 
whose adult productivity 
has been negatively influ¬ 
enced.” 

It makes several as¬ 
sumptions and projections. 


Pegging annual justice 
system-related costs of di¬ 
vorce at $19.3 billion, the 
report cites evidence sug¬ 
gesting males raised in sin¬ 
gle-parent households “are 
likely to commit crimes at 
much higher rates than 
boys raised in married 
households.” Marriage 
also makes it less likely 
that adult males will com¬ 
mit crimes, it states. 

Community Marriage 
Builders argues that 
workplace productivity 
and profits are reduced by 
divorce. In a brochure of¬ 
fering its services to busi¬ 
nesses and referencing 
the $112 billion estimate, 
the group says divorce 
and failing relationships 
can lead to “higher health 
care costs brought on by 
declining health from 
stress-related issues and 
increased anxiety.” 

Amy Bolek, an Evans¬ 
ville-based professional 
grant writer, was the lead 
writer of Community Mar¬ 
riage Builders’ two large 
successful federal grant 
proposals. Bolek says 
sending federal dollars 
to the group not only has 
measurable impacts — it 
helps strengthen the fabric 
of society. 

“Our country is built on 
strong families and strong 
communities, and it’s been 
proven that healthy mar¬ 
riage is a basis for that,” 
she said. “This funding 
demonstrated that the 
government is concerned 
about the health and wel¬ 
fare of our nation’s fami¬ 
lies, and they wanted to 
fund something that they 
knew could contribute to 
that.” 

Community Marriage 
Builders is “saving mar¬ 
riages,” Bolek said. 

But while Bolek and 
Community Marriage 
Builders cite divorce and 
marriage rate statistics in 
the group’s four primary 
counties as an indication 
that its programs are hav¬ 
ing an effect, the largest 
county — Vanderburgh 
— hasn’t seen much 
change. 

Data maintained by 
the county clerk’s office 
indicates Vanderburgh 
had 1,207 divorces, nine 
legal separations and 
1,228 legal marriages 
in 2006, the year Com¬ 
munity Marriage Build¬ 
ers got the first of five 
consecutive $500,000- 
plus federal grants. The 


corresponding figures 
for 2012 were 1,077, six 
and 1,222. 

PROGRAM FUNDING 

The money for Com¬ 
munity Marriage Builders’ 
current $799,999-per-year 
federal grant is incon¬ 
gruously tucked away 
in something called the 
Claims Resolution Act of 
2010. 

The mammoth legis¬ 
lation is a $4.55 billion 
settlement that ended 
decades-old claims by 
African-American farm¬ 
ers and Native Americans 
who argued the federal 
government had cheated 
them out of federal loans 
and royalties from oil, 
gas and timber extraction 
from their lands. 

The comparatively 
small pool of money 
from which Community 
Marriage Builders was 
awarded — $75 million for 
healthy marriage promo¬ 
tion activities — was not 
even mentioned in a White 
House announcement 
when President Barack 
Obama signed the act. 

But federal money for 
marriage promotion did 
not originate with the 
Claims Resolution Act. 

The Deficit Reduction 
Act of 2005 established 
competitive healthy mar¬ 
riage and responsible fa¬ 
therhood grants through 
fiscal year 2010 under the 
Temporary Assistance 
for Needy Families block 
grant program. 

Healthy marriage grants 
were funded at $100 mil¬ 
lion annually and father¬ 
hood grants at $50 million. 
The money was to be spent 
on education programs and 
skills-teaching initiatives 
to promote marriage. It 
encompassed the federal 
Healthy Marriage Initiative 
created in 2002 by then- 
President George W. Bush. 

Among its earliest sup¬ 
porters, the rationale for 
spending the money was 
boosting the American 
family. 

POLITICAL SUPPORT 

Then-Rep. Wally Herg- 
er, a California Republican 
who helped spearhead the 
drive for marriage promo¬ 
tion funding, told his col¬ 
leagues the new federal 
funding for marriage pro¬ 
motion would be a benefit 
to society. 

“Independent stud¬ 
ies show one of the most 


effective ways to reduce 
child poverty and improve 
child well-being is by pro¬ 
moting healthy, stable 
marriages,” Herger said. 

Then a senior member 
of the powerful House 
Ways and Means Com¬ 
mittee, Herger had his 
own personal history with 
divorce. He divorced after 
three years of marriage 
and remarried. 

Critics asked why the 
2005 Temporary Assis¬ 
tance for Needy Families 
reauthorization was be¬ 
ing processed through 
what was largely financial 
legislation, and then-Sen. 
Rick Santorum had similar 
concerns. 

But Santorum embraced 
the concept of federal 
spending on marriage pro¬ 
motion. 

“Children growing up 
in married, two-parent 
homes are less likely to be 
victims of abuse, engage 
in high risk behaviors and 
suffer from emotional 
problems,” the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Republican told his 
Senate colleagues. 

“Children who live ab¬ 
sent their biological fathers 
are, on average, five times 
more likely to be poor, and 
at least two to three times 
more likely to use drugs, 
to experience educational, 
health, emotional and be¬ 
havioral problems, to be 
victims of child abuse and 
to engage in criminal be¬ 
havior than their peers who 
live with both parents.” 

The marriage promo¬ 
tion funding ended up in 
the Claims Resolution 
Act of 2010 because the 
Deficit Reduction Act of 
2005 funding had expired 
and lawmakers needed a 
legislative home for a new 
Temporary Assistance 
for Needy Families exten¬ 
sion. They changed the 
$100 million-$50 million 
formula for marriage and 
fatherhood promotion pro¬ 
grams to $75 million each. 

FINANCIAL PICTURE 

According to Commu¬ 
nity Marriage Builders’ fis¬ 
cal year 2011 nonprofit tax 
return, the latest available, 
$543,304 of the group’s to¬ 
tal $866,156 revenue came 
from its federal grant of 
that year. 

But that moment-in¬ 
time financial snapshot 
understates Community 
Marriage Builders’ current 
dependency on federal tax 
dollars. 


With the signifi¬ 
cantly larger current 
$799,999-per-year federal 
grant and the accompa¬ 
nying loss of authority to 
charge deposits and fees 
for workshops, Phillips 
acknowledges the orga¬ 
nization’s reliance on tax 
dollars is greater now. But 
so, he says, is the range of 
skills training it can offer. 

The path to dependen¬ 
cy began in 2004 with a 
$50,000 “capacity build¬ 
ing” federal grant. Found¬ 
ed in 1998 after a United 
Way needs assessment 
showed a breakdown of 
the two-parent family lo¬ 
cally, Community Mar¬ 
riage Builders spent its 
first few years with just 
one full-time employee. 

Bolek said that initial 
$50,000 helped the orga¬ 
nization position itself 
for even more taxpayer 
dollars in anticipation of 
the larger federal funding 
streams that would open 
in 2005. 

“That grant helped them 
build the capacity and in¬ 
frastructure to be success¬ 
ful with higher levels of 
federal funding — not just 
federal but local funding 
as well,” she said. “They 
were able to hire an office 
manager, they were able to 
hire me as a contractor to 
help them build their de¬ 
velopment program, and 
we were able to secure a 
lot of local funding for 
them to expand into the 
four-county area.” 

Community Marriage 
Builders got its first large 
federal grant — the five- 
year, $2.5 million-plus 
award — because federal 
funders at the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health and 
Human Resources were 
impressed, Bolek said. 

More than 2,000 organi¬ 
zations nationwide applied 
for the money, but just 135 
were selected. 

“Being competitive with 
federal grants is so much 
more than just having 
the right programs,” Bo¬ 
lek said. “(Grant funders) 
want to know that you 
have got a strong organi¬ 
zation that’s going to be 
able to manage a federally 
funded program and also 
sustain programs beyond 
that.” 

THE FUTURE 

But there are no guaran¬ 
tees that federal taxpayer 
dollars will be available 
next year, when Com¬ 
munity Marriage Build¬ 
ers’ current three-year, 
$799,999-per-year, grant 
expires. 

Bolek encourages the 
organizations she works 
with to cultivate other 
sources of funding, and 
Phillips says that is the 
goal. 

But Phillips is under no 
illusions about what losing 
hundreds of thousands of 
federal taxpayer dollars 
annually would mean to 
his organization. 

“It would be devastat¬ 
ing to the organization if 
after this federal grant, we 
couldn’t secure either an¬ 
other federal grant or fund¬ 
ing from another source, 
because it would cut our 
staff dramatically — back 
to basically a volunteer or¬ 
ganization,” he said. 

“If we don’t give (cou¬ 
ples and singles) the skills 
to have a normal, healthy 
marriage, I believe we’re 
going to pay a huge price 
as a society down the 
road.”

Tom Davis said. 

“Anything we can do 
to make business easier is 
great,” said Commissioner 
Robby Mills. “This took 
time and effort” and “it’s 
really obvious that the city 
cares about business and 
we want to shake percep¬ 
tion” that Henderson is not 
business friendly. 

Other matters before 
the commission Tuesday 
included: 

Beck’s Hybrids: The 

city commission, in con¬ 
junction with an annexa¬ 
tion request, asked the 
Henderson City-County 
Planning Commission for 
a zoning recommendation 
on 16 acres at 5741 Airline 
Road, where Beck’s Supe¬ 
rior Hybrids is developing 
a research and distribu¬ 
tion facility. Meanwhile, 
the commission approved 
Beck’s Hybrids’ request 
to extend sewer service 
to the property while the 
annexation question is 


pending. 

School land: The an¬ 
nexation of about 35 acres 
located between the Pen- 
nyrile Parkway, Garden 
Mile Road and Airline 
Road, which is owned by 
the Henderson County 
School District, had been 
inadvertently left out of a 
previous annexation. The 
city commission also sent 
that school property to the 
planning commission for a 
zoning recommendation. 

Paving: J.H. Rudolph 
Co., the contractor who 
did the downtown paving 
last year, was honored by 
the National Asphalt Pave¬ 
ment Association’s Quality 
in Construction Award at 
its convention last month. 

Vehicles: Before the 
meeting the commission 
went out to inspect new 
city vehicles that were 
parked along Elm Street. 
“Everybody had the 
chance to view several 
hundred thousand dol¬ 
lars of equipment,” Com¬ 
missioner Tom Davis said 
about the new vehicles on 
display. The new garbage 


truck was driven by Jesse 
Stone, who was honored 
for 30 years of city service, 
as was Robert Chambers. 

Cable TV: The commis¬ 
sion approved hiring Lex¬ 
ington attorney Linda K. 
Ain to represent it in con¬ 
nection with the renewal 
of cable television fran¬ 
chises for Time Warner 
Cable and MediaCom at a 
rate of $250 an hour. The 
city’s franchise with Time 
Warner Cable expires Oct. 
15, while MediaCom’s ex¬ 
pires next spring. 

HWU bonds: The com¬ 
mission approved first 
reading of an ordinance 
authorizing issuance 
of nearly $10 million in 
bonds for the Henderson 
Water Utility to pay for 
its continued work im¬ 
proving its system. Lea- 
son Neel, HWU finance 
director, said a fourth 
bond issue will be needed 
before the end of the year 
because the entire effort’s 
costs have expanded to 
$42.3 million from the 
original estimate of $33 
million. 


Concrete repairs: The 

winning bidder on con¬ 
crete repair of streets 
and sidewalks, Tompkins 
Hauling & Excavating, 
withdrew from the con¬ 
tract so the city commis¬ 
sion awarded the bid to 
the second-lowest bidder. 
Hazex Construction Co. 
will receive $72,345, which 
is $1,485 more than what 
Tompkins originally bid. 


WARM improvements: 

The commission agreed 
to accept city maintenance 
responsibility for 505 feet 
of water main, two fire 
hydrants, and 143 feet of 
sewer main at the WARM 
Center at 50 McKinley St. 

Appropriation amend¬ 
ment: The commission 
approved budget appro¬ 
priation changes totaling 
$479,000.

his death. He had visited 
a friend’s home in Spotts- 
ville on Friday morning, 
but his destination after 
that was unknown, Har¬ 
mon said. 

Marks’ family had told 
the sheriff’s office that he 
would often get up and 
drive off for a few hours at 
a time. It was also not un¬ 
usual for him to sometimes 
not come home for a day or 
two, the deputy said. 

He had a few physical 
ailments, including chron¬ 
ic obstructive pulmonary 
disease and a recent knee 
replacement, but did not 
suffer from dementia, Har¬ 
mon said. 

An autopsy was per¬ 
formed Monday morning 
at the Western Kentucky 
Medical Examiner’s Office 
in Madisonville. Deputy 
Coroner Ray Farmer said 
Tuesday that he was still 
waiting on an autopsy re¬ 
port for an official cause of 
death. 


Court could avoid ruling on gay marriage

WASHINGTON - The Supreme 
Court suggested Tuesday it 
could find a way out of the case 
over California’s ban on same- 
sex marriage without issuing a 
major national ruling on wheth¬ 
er America’s gays have a right to 
marry. 

Several justices, including 
some liberals who seemed open 
to gay marriage, raised doubts 
during a riveting 80-minute 
argument that the case should 
even be before them. And Justice 
Anthony Kennedy, the poten¬ 
tially decisive vote on a closely 
divided court, suggested that 
the court could dismiss it with 
no ruling at all. 

Such an outcome would al¬ 
most certainly allow gay mar¬ 
riages to resume in California 
but would have no impact else¬ 
where. 

Kennedy said he feared the 
court would go into “uncharted 
waters” if it embraced argu¬ 
ments advanced by gay marriage 
supporters. But lawyer Theo¬ 
dore Olson, representing two 
same-sex couples, said that the 
court similarly ventured into the 
unknown in 1967 when it struck 
down bans on interracial mar¬ 
riage in 16 states. 

Kennedy challenged the accu¬ 
racy of that comment by noting 
that other countries had had in¬ 
terracial marriages for hundreds 
of years. 

There was no majority appar¬ 
ent for any particular outcome 
and many doubts expressed 
about the arguments advanced 
by lawyers for the opponents of 
gay marriage in California, by 
the supporters and by the Obama 
administration, which is in favor 
of same-sex marriage rights. 

Kennedy made clear he did 
not like the rationale of the fed¬ 
eral appeals court that struck 
down Proposition 8, the Cali¬ 
fornia ban, even though it cited 
earlier opinions in favor of gay 
rights that Kennedy wrote. 

That appeals court ruling ap¬ 
plied only to California, where 
same-sex couples briefly had 
the right to marry before voters 
adopted a constitutional amend¬ 
ment in November 2008 that de¬ 
fined marriage as the union of a 
man and a woman. 

Several members of the court 
also were troubled by the Obama 
administration’s main point 
that when states offer same-sex 
couples civil union rights of mar¬ 
riage, as California and eight 
other states do, they also must 
allow marriage. The other states 
are: Colorado, Delaware, Hawaii, 


Illinois, Nevada, New Jersey, Or¬ 
egon and Rhode Island. 

Justice Samuel Alito described 
gay marriage as newer than such 
rapidly changing technological 
advances as cellphones and the 
Internet, and appeared to advo¬ 
cate a more cautious approach 
to the issue. 

“You want us to assess the ef¬ 
fect of same-sex marriage,” Alito 
said to Solicitor General Donald 
Verrilli. “It may turn out to be a 
good thing. It may turn out to be 
not a good thing.” 

Charles Cooper, represent¬ 
ing the people who helped get 
Proposition 8 on the ballot, ran 
into similar resistance over his 
argument that the court should 
uphold the ban as a valid expres¬ 
sion of the people’s will and let 
the vigorous political debate 
over gay marriage continue. 

Here, Kennedy suggested that 
Cooper’s argument did not take 
account of the estimated 40,000 
children who have same-sex par¬ 
ents. “The voices of these chil¬ 
dren are important, don’t you 
think?” Kennedy said. 

If the court is to find the exit 
without making a decision about 
gay marriage, it has two basic op¬ 
tions. 

It could rule that the gay mar¬ 
riage opponents have no right, or 


legal standing, to defend Propo¬ 
sition 8 in court. Such an out¬ 
come also would leave in place 
the trial court decision in favor 
of the two same-sex couples 
who sued for the right to marry. 
On a practical level, California 
officials probably would order 
county clerks across the state to 
begin issuing marriage licenses 
to gay and lesbian couples, al¬ 
though some more conservative 
counties might object. 

Chief Justice John Roberts and 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg had 
the sharpest questions for Coo¬ 
per on the issue of standing. 

The justices also could deter¬ 
mine that they should not have 
agreed to hear the case in the 
first place, as happens a couple 
of times a term on average. In 
that situation, the court issues 
a one-sentence order dismiss¬ 
ing the case “as improvidently 
granted.” The effect is to leave 
in place the appeals court ruling, 
which in the case of Proposition 
8, applies only to California. The 
appeals court also voted to strike 
down the ban, but on somewhat 
different grounds than the trial 
court. 

The Supreme Court waded 
into the fight over same-sex 
marriage at a time when public 
opinion is shifting rapidly in 


favor of permitting gay and les¬ 
bian couples to wed, but 40 states 
don’t allow it. 

The court’s first major exami¬ 
nation of gay rights in 10 years 
continues Wednesday, when the 
justices will consider the federal 
law that prevents legally mar¬ 
ried gay couples from receiv¬ 
ing a range of benefits afforded 
straight married Americans. 

The courtroom was packed on 
Tuesday and the crowd included 
actor-director Rob Reiner, who 
helped lead the fight against 
California’s Proposition 8. Some 
people waited since Thursday — 
even through light snow — for 
coveted seats for the argument. 

Both sides of the case were 
represented outside the court¬ 
house. Supporters of gay mar¬ 
riage came with homemade 
signs including ones that read “a 
more perfect union” and “love 
is love.” 

Among the opponents was re¬ 
tired metal worker Mike Krzy- 
wonos, 57, of Pawtucket, R.I. He 
wore a button that read “mar¬ 
riage 1 man +1 woman” and said 
his group represents the “silent 
majority.” 

Same-sex marriage is legal 
in nine states and the District 
of Columbia. The states are 
Connecticut, Iowa, Maine, 


Maryland, Massachusetts, New 
Hampshire, New York, Vermont 
and Washington. 

Thirty states ban same-sex 
marriage in their state constitu¬ 
tions, while ten states bar them 
under state laws. New Mexico 
law is silent on the issue. 

Polls have shown increasing 
support in the country for gay 
marriage. According to a Pew 
Research Center poll conduct¬ 
ed in mid-March, 49 percent of 
Americans now favor allowing 
gays and lesbians to marry le¬ 
gally, with 44 percent opposed. 

The California case was ar¬ 
gued 10 years to the day after 
the court took up a challenge to 
Texas’ anti-sodomy statute. That 
case ended with a forceful ruling 
prohibiting states from criminal¬ 
izing sexual relations between 
consenting adults. 

Kennedy was the author of the 
decision in Lawrence v. Texas 
in 2003, and he is being closely 
watched for how he might vote 
on the California ban. He cau¬ 
tioned in the Lawrence case that 
it had nothing to do with gay 
marriage, but dissenting Justice 
Antonin Scalia predicted the 
decision would lead to the in¬ 
validation of state laws against 
same-sex marriage. 

Kennedy’s decision is widely 
cited in the briefs in support of 
same-sex unions. 

The California couples, Kris 
Perry and Sandy Stier of Berke¬ 
ley and Paul Katami and Jeff 
Zarrillo of Burbank, filed their 
federal lawsuit in May 2009 to 
overturn the same-sex marriage 
ban that voters approved the 
previous November. The ballot 
measure halted same-sex unions 
in California, which began in 
June 2008 after a ruling from 
the California Supreme Court. 

Roughly 18,000 couples were 
wed in the nearly five months 
that same-sex marriage was le¬ 
gal and those marriages remain 
valid in California. 

The high-profile case has 
brought together onetime Su¬ 
preme Court opponents. Olson, 
a Republican, and Democrat Da¬ 
vid Boies are leading the legal 
team representing the same-sex 
couples. They argued against 
each other in the Bush v. Gore 
case that settled the disputed 
2000 presidential election in fa¬ 
vor of George W. Bush. 

On the other side Tuesday was 
Cooper, Olson’s onetime col¬ 
league at the Justice Department 
in the Reagan administration. 

The case is Hollingsworth v. 
Perry, 12-144.

state’s annual contribu¬ 
tions to the pension plans. 
The plan specifically re¬ 
quires the Legislature to 
provide the state’s full an¬ 
nual contributions. 

Several lawmakers 
complained that they had 
scant time to read the bill 
before voting on it. Oth¬ 
ers complained that it was 
developed behind closed 
doors by the Democratic 
governor and legislative 
leaders without adequate 
input from lawmakers or 
from employee groups. 

Removed from the pro¬ 
posal Tuesday was a 2-cent 
rollback of the state’s 
gasoline tax, which had 


been added in an effort to 
make the proposal revenue 
neutral. That would have 
taken more than $60 mil¬ 
lion out of the Road Fund, 
which proved particularly 
unpalatable to rural law¬ 
makers who constantly 
press for improved roads 
and bridges. 

The legislation would 
reduce a standard $20 
income tax credit avail¬ 
able to all Kentuckians to 
$10, which would provide 
an additional $33 mil¬ 
lion for pensions. That’s 
half of what Beshear had 
originally proposed. The 
proposal also calls for 
a trade-in tax credit for 
people buying new ve¬ 
hicles, a move that would 
cut Road Fund revenue by 
some $34 million a year. 


That arrangement was 
made to appease lawmak¬ 
ers who insisted that the 
tweaks to the tax code be 
revenue neutral. 

House Speaker Greg 
Stumbo had warned Tues¬ 
day that failure to get a 
pension bill passed would 
set the stage for a possible 
special legislative session 
that would cost taxpayers 
about $60,000 a day. 

“Obviously, nobody 
wants to come back for a 
special session,” Stumbo 
said. 

In other state legislative 
action on the final day: 
Religious freedom: 

The House has success¬ 
fully voted to override 
the governor’s veto of a 
bill intended to better 
protect legal claims of 


religious freedom. 

The Senate is now ex¬ 
pected to follow suit be¬ 
fore the midnight deadline 
for the end of this year’s 
legislative session. 

The House vote was 
79-15. A minority of rep¬ 
resentatives echoed the 
governor’s concerns that 
someone’s claim of reli¬ 
gious freedom in court 
could undermine civil 
rights protections for gays 
and lesbians and lead to 
costly lawsuits. 

But most lawmakers 
said the bill would pro¬ 
vide a higher level of le¬ 
gal protection in court 
that already exists on 
the federal level and in at 
least 16 states. They said 
the law isn’t intended 
to discriminate against 


anyone; the courts will 
have the final say. 

Industrial hemp: Nego¬ 
tiations have broken down 
on a bill that would allow 
Kentucky to quickly li¬ 
cense hemp growers if the 
federal government ever 
lifts a ban on the crop, 
a legislative leader said 
Monday. 

House Floor Leader 
Rocky Adkins, D-Catletts- 
burg, had voiced optimism 
early Monday that a deal 
could be struck between 
House and Senate nego¬ 
tiators before the Legis¬ 
lature adjourns on Tues¬ 
day. However, by Monday 
night, he said he was dis¬ 
appointed by the lack of 
progress. 

The hemp legislation 
has been hotly debated 


this year in Frankfort 
and was languishing in 
the House before Adkins 
stepped in with a proposal 
that seemed to revive it. 
Hemp thrived as a crop 
in Kentucky generations 
ago but has been banned 
for decades by the federal 
government after it was 
classified as a controlled 
substance. 

Under Adkins’ proposal, 
the Kentucky State Police 
would be the agency des¬ 
ignated to issue licenses to 
hemp growers. That’s an 
effort to appease lawmak¬ 
ers who worry that hemp 
could be used as a cover 
crop to camouflage illegal 
marijuana. 

“The intent is to make it 
a better bill and a stronger 
bill,” Adkins said.

Drop in any barber shop 
and sports is usually a hot 
topic. 

That’s especially true 
these days at Big Russ’ 
Barber Shop in Harlem, 
N.Y., where folks are buzz¬ 
ing about the owner’s son 
— Louisville guard Russ 
Smith. 

Of course, they’re some¬ 
what biased toward the 
Brooklyn native, but they’re 
not alone in their praise of 
the 6-foot-l guard. 

Smith, considered the 
best player on the top- 
seeded team in the NCAA 
tournament, has garnered 
attention for his dominat¬ 
ing play on both ends of 
the floor. He is averaging 
25.0 points and 5.0 steals 
per game. 

Playing the best he has 
all year, Smith and the Car¬ 
dinals (31-5) will take on 
12th-seeded Oregon (29-8) 
in the round of 16 Friday in 
Indianapolis. 

“I do whatever I can on 
the court and sometimes 
it’s not the best, but I give 
an A’ effort,” Smith said 
after Saturday’s 27-point 
performance in Louis¬ 
ville’s 82-56 rout of Colo¬ 
rado State in the Cardinals’ 
second game of the tour¬ 
nament. “If things happen 
where I overmatch this ef¬ 
fort, then it will happen.” 

Smith certainly did that 
during the regular season. 
He was second in Big East 
scoring (18.4 points) and 
fourth in steals ( 2.2) per 
game. He is playing even 
better during Louisville’s 
12-game winning streak, 
averaging nearly 19 points 
per contest. 

His hot streak followed 
a low point at Notre Dame 
on Feb. 9. 

In the 104-101, five¬ 
overtime loss to the Irish, 
Smith had one of his er¬ 
ratic performances that 
has earned him the nick¬ 
name “Russdiculous” from 
coach Rick Pitino. Smith 
finished with 21 points and 
10 rebounds, but shot 4 of 
19 from the field and 0 for 6 
from beyond the arc. 

Big Russ, as Smith’s fa¬ 
ther is called, felt for his 
son watching that mara¬ 
thon game but believed 
he would bounce back be¬ 
cause he always has. 


■ Louisville 
advances 
with victory 
over Purdue

A’dia Mathies followed 
up the worst game of her 
career with one of her best. 

Mathies matched her 
career high with 34 points 
and lead second-seeded 
Kentucky to an 84-70 win 
over seventh-seeded Day- 
ton on Tuesday night in the 
second round of the NCAA 
women’s tournament. 

The Wildcats (29-5) will 
face Delaware in the semi¬ 
finals of the Bridgeport Re¬ 
gional on Saturday. 

With Kentucky cling¬ 
ing to a 46-44 advantage 
early in the second half, 
Mathies scored 10 points 
during a 16-3 run to help 
the Wildcats take control 
of the game. 

The two-time SEC 
player of the year hit two 
3-pointers, including one 
to cap the burst and make 
it 62-47. She didn’t hit a 
field goal in the first round 
win over Navy. She made 
13 of 17 against Dayton. 


“That was a learning ex¬ 
perience,” the elder Smith 
said in a phone interview. 
“He always wants to take 
the last shot...

Shockers 
still remain 
on island 
in Kansas

KANSAS CITY, Mo. - Deep 
within the Sprint Center, 
just outside the Kansas 
locker room, Jayhawks 
coach Bill Self was holding 
court after beating North 
Carolina to advance in the 
NCAA tournament. 

In a state that holds bas¬ 
ketball dear, the question 
he was asked was almost 
inevitable: What do you 
think of Wichita State join¬ 
ing you in the round of 16? 

“I’m happy for the 
Shockers. I’m excited for 
them,” Self replied, before 
adding with a quick smile: 
“But that doesn’t mean 
we’re going to play them.” 

“That was a joke,” Self 
said, “because I knew that 
would be the next ques¬ 
tion.” 

It’s one that Self has 
heard ever since arriving 
at Kansas a decade ago. 

The Jayhawks play in¬ 
state rival Kansas State at 
least twice a year as part 
of the Big 12 grind, but the 
state’s two flagship schools 
have been reluctant to 
schedule its only other 
Division I institution on a 
regular basis. 

That’s left Wichita State 
on an island in the middle 
of Kansas. 

The reasons why are 
many and varied, and 
there’s a bill floating 
around in the legislature 
designed to compel Kansas 
and Kansas State to sched¬ 
ule the Shockers. But as it 
stands, with the Jayhawks 
the No. 1 seed in the South 
Region and Wichita State 
the ninth seed in the West, 
only the national champi¬ 
onship game would bring 
them together this season. 

Or any time soon, for 
that matter. 

“Our success or failure 
doesn’t have anything to 
do with Kansas or K-State. 
They won’t play us,” Wich¬ 
ita State coach Gregg Mar¬ 
shall said. “That’s their 
business.” 

In the case of Kansas, 
Marshall said, he’s offered 
to play home-and-home se¬ 
ries and even a three-game 
series that would take a 
game to Wichita — there’s 
a sparkling new downtown 
arena, so it wouldn’t have 
to be played on campus — 
and Allen Fieldhouse in 
Lawrence, with the third 
game in Kansas City, 
where the Jayhawks would 
have a decidedly home- 
court advantage. 

No such luck. Not even 
a sniff. 

And don’t think for a 
second it’s not frustrating. 

“We would like to play 
them. Ultimately, we keep 
going to Sweet 16s, Elite 
Eights, Final Fours, it be¬ 
hooves them to play us,” 
Marshall said this week. “I 
guess they want to avoid 
the potential embarrass¬ 
ment of losing to us.” 

Consider that another 
shot fired across the bow. 

Kansas State hasn’t 
played the Shockers since 
2003, and you have to go 
back another 10 years to 
find the last time the Jay¬ 
hawks played them.

Heat still not fixated on streak 
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Is he back? 
Only Tiger 
really knows 
for certain 

Life must be going well 
for Tiger Woods when he 
can make headlines in the 
gossip pages for dating 
Olympic ski champion 
Lindsey Vonn and in the 
sports pages for winning 
Bay Hill and returning to 
No. 1 in the world. 

All in the same week. 

The studio photos of 
Woods and Vonn that were 
posted on their Facebook 
pages looked more suitable 
for a catalog showcasing 
their clothing sponsors. 
Far more natural were the 
poses Woods struck Mon¬ 
day afternoon with Arnold 
Palmer after winning his 
tournament — left arm 
draped around Palmer’s 
shoulder, both unable to 
contain their laughter 
over whatever was said 
that could not be repeated. 

“But it was funny,” 
Woods said, breaking into 
a broad grin as he replayed 
the exchange in his mind. 
“Really funny, actually.” 

Yes, Woods appears to 
be in a happy place. 

Winning does that, and 
Woods is starting to win 
with alarming frequency. 
In the one year and two 
weeks since he limped off 
the course at Doral with 
tightness in his left Achil¬ 
les tendon — the same in¬ 
jury that forced him to miss 
two majors in 2011—Woods 
has won six times in his last 
20 starts on the PGA Tour. 
In his three wins this year, 
no one got closer than two 
shots at any point in the final 
round. 

The limp has been re¬ 
placed by a swagger. 

“He looks a lot more 
comfortable out there. He 
doesn’t really miss many 
shots. And if he does, it’s 
not by a whole lot,” said 
Rickie Fowler, who played 
with Woods in the final 
group and has seen plenty 
of him at practice at The 
Medalist in South Florida, 
where both are members. 

It’s easy to get caught 
up in the hype because 
we know how good he 
was and believe he can be 
that good — if not better 
— again. 

This latest win at Bay 
Hill, however, was differ¬ 
ent. It gave Woods con¬ 
secutive wins for the first 
time since August 2009. 
Asked the last time he felt 
this good going into the 
Masters, he said, “It’s been 
a few years.” 

Woods walked into his 
winner’s press conference 
with his cellphone in hand, 
scrolling down to read the 
messages, most of them 
from his staff. Rory Mcll- 
roy, whom he replaced at 
No. 1 in the world, sent him 
a text Tuesday morning. 

Vonn shared her 
thoughts on Twitter: 
“Number 1!!!!!!!!!!!!!” 

It wasn’t long before 
Woods was asked the cor¬ 
relation between going 
public about dating Vonn 
and winning a tourna¬ 
ment to go back to No. 
1 for the first time since 
October 2010. There was 
a time when Woods an¬ 
swered questions about 
his personal life by saying, 
“That’s none of your busi¬ 
ness.” But he had fun with 
this one. 

“You’re reading way too 
much into this,” he said 
with a grin. 

The trouble with Woods 
is that he has never been 
an open book. Only he 
knows how badly his 
leg was injured. Only he 
knows how far along he 
was in the latest swing 
change under Sean Foley. 
Only he knows how much 
life as a divorced father of 
two has affected his game. 

The greatest tempta¬ 
tion Woods faces now 
is to resist wagging his 
finger at anyone who 
doubted whether he could 
get back to No. 1 in the 
world, whether he could 
challenge Jack Nicklaus 
and his record 18 majors. 
Woods has been stuck on 
14 majors since 2008.

ifornia over the weekend 
was just the kind of throw¬ 
back racing he expects out 
of his drivers and the new 
Gen-6 car. 

“I have said repeatedly, 
every minute, that contact, 
especially late in the race 
when you are going for a 
win, that’s not only going 
to happen — that’s expect¬ 
ed,” France said in a tele¬ 
phone interview with The 
Associated Press. “Both 
of them did exactly what I 
think you would do when 
you really, really want to 
win. Getting some contact, 
trying to race extra hard 
to win the race, that’s what 
we’re about.” 

NASCAR said it won’t 
penalize Tony Stewart 
for scuffling with Logano 


after the race, and series 
officials saw nothing to 
indicate Logano or Hamlin 
were trying to intentional¬ 
ly wreck each other as they 
raced for the win. In addi¬ 
tion, NASCAR officials 
have given no thought to 
policing blocking, which is 
what Logano did to Stew¬ 
art on the final restart to 
trigger the post-race con¬ 
frontation. 

“There are no conversa¬ 
tions internally inside of 
NASCAR to look at block¬ 
ing as a violation or a pen¬ 
alty as some other forms of 
motorsports do,” Sprint Cup 
Series director John Darby 
said. “As good as the racing 
has been, as exciting as it’s 
been, I don’t know that we 
need to jump in the middle 
and screw it up.” 

Stewart parked his car 
near Logano’s and angrily 
approached him after Sun¬ 
day’s race at Auto Club 
Speedway in Fontana. 
There was some shoving, 
but crew members inter¬ 
vened before any punches

landed. Logano threw a 
water bottle at Stewart. 

Darby said the incident 
didn’t escalate to a level 
where NASCAR had to 
take action. 

“A few years ago we 
backed away from micro- 
managing drivers’ emo¬ 
tions, you would hope in 
today’s world that if some¬ 
body didn’t win a race, they 
would be upset about it,” 
Darby said. “I don’t know 
that we’ve actually got a 
rule book that describes 
every push in the chest or 
kick in the shin. If two guys 
get into a helluva fight, we’re 
going to have to react. But a 
couple of guys blowing off 
some steam and slapping 
at the air is not going to get 
anybody in a whole lot of 
trouble.” 

France noted that driv¬ 
ers are encouraged to 


show their emotion and 
settle disputes — which is 
all Stewart was doing on 
Sunday. 

“We have no problem, 
and frankly encourage 
drivers to go up to one an¬ 
other to discuss whatever 
they think they need to 
that happened in the race,” 
France said. “And then ev¬ 
ery once in a while there 
will be some emotions, 
and that’s what happened 
Sunday and crews stepped 
in between them and we 
don’t think it rose to some 
level of anything.” 

France said NASCAR 
will intervene when feuds 
go too far and when emo¬ 
tions run too high. 

“We’re not going to al¬ 
low a boxing match to take 
place every time they have 
a disagreement,” France 
said. “But on the other hand, 
we’re not going to prevent 
the emotional exchanges 
that occur after a race. Ev¬ 
eryone has the right to walk 
up to someone and say, 
‘What the? What happened 
there? What did you do that 
for?’ And they explain them¬ 
selves and usually work it 
out.” 

It remains to be seen 


where the Logano and Ham¬ 
lin feud goes from here, al¬ 
though Sunday was viewed 
as a racing incident. 

The two former team¬ 
mates have feuded since 
the closing laps of the 
season-opening Daytona 
500 and it escalated after 
contact from Hamlin sent 
Logano spinning into the 
wall two races ago at Bris¬ 
tol. Logano angrily con¬ 
fronted Hamlin after the 
race before being pulled 
away by crew members. 

The two moved their 
feud to Twitter for at least 
the second time this sea¬ 
son and then came Sun¬ 
day’s race. 

They were racing side- 
by-side on the last lap for 
the win when they banged 
into each other. Both cars 
spun and Hamlin’s hit 
head-on into an inside wall 
not protected with energy¬ 
absorbing SAFER barriers. 

He spent Sunday night 
in a Southern California 
hospital, where he was di¬ 
agnosed with an LI com¬ 
pression fracture in his 
lower back. He was back 
in North Carolina on Tues¬ 
day, scheduled to be evalu¬ 
ated later this week.

Housing, manufacturing boost U.S. economy

WASHINGTON - Gains in 
housing and manufac¬ 
turing propelled the U.S. 
economy over the winter, 
according to reports re¬ 
leased Tuesday, and ana¬ 
lysts say they point to the 
resilience of consumers 
and businesses as govern¬ 
ment spending cuts kick 
in. 

U.S. home prices rose 
8.1 percent in January, the 
fastest annual rate since 
the peak of the housing 


boom in the summer of 
2006. And demand for lon¬ 
ger-lasting factory goods 
jumped 5.7 percent in Feb¬ 
ruary, the biggest increase 
in five months. 

February new-home 
sales and March consumer 
confidence looked a little 
shakier. But the overall 
picture of an improving 
economy drove stocks 
higher on Tuesday. The 
Dow Jones industrial av¬ 
erage closed up 111 points. 
The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index gained 12 points. 

“There is nothing in this 


data that says the economy 
is falling back,” said Joel 
Naroff, chief economist 
at Naroff Economic Advi¬ 
sors. 

A recovery in hous¬ 
ing has helped lift the 
economy this year and is 
finally restoring some of 
the wealth lost during the 
Great Recession. 

The year-over-year rise 
in home prices reported 
by the Standard & Poor’s/ 
Case Shiller 20-city index 
was the fastest since June 
2006. Prices rose in all 20 
cities and eight markets 


posted double-digit in¬ 
creases. 

Sales of new homes 
cooled off in February to 
a seasonally adjusted an¬ 
nual rate of411,000. That’s 
down from January’s pace 
of 431,000, which was the 
fastest since September 
2008. But February’s pace 
was still better than every 
other month since April 
2010, when a temporary 
home-buying tax credit 
was boosting sales. And 
sales are 12.3 percent high¬ 
er than a year ago. 

Manufacturing is also 


boosting the economy this 
year, and factories were 
busier in February, ac¬ 
cording to the Commerce 
Department report on du¬ 
rable goods orders. 

February’s increase was 
driven by a surge in com¬ 
mercial aircraft orders, 
which tend to be volatile. 
Still, orders for motor ve¬ 
hicles and parts increased 
solidly, suggesting de¬ 
mand for cars and trucks 
remains strong. 

Orders for machinery 
and other goods that sig¬ 
nal business investment 


plans fell sharply in Feb¬ 
ruary. But the decline fol¬ 
lowed the biggest monthly 
gain in nearly three years. 
Economists had expected 
companies to ease up after 
January’s spending spree. 
When looking at the two 
months together, business 
investment has acceler¬ 
ated from the end of last 
year and should contribute 
to economic growth. 

“The picture of business 
spending to start the year 
is fairly healthy,” said Dan 
Greenhaus, chief global 
strategist at BTIG.

Key commodities struggled for direc¬ 
tion Tuesday, pulled in opposite directions 
by the uncertainty caused by the Cyprus 


bailout and by optimistic signs that the 
U.S. economy is improving. 

Precious metals and some key indus¬ 
trial metals fell Tuesday, while energy 
commodities were up and crops were 
mixed. 

“We are seeing a very mixed tone in 
the various markets,” analysts from RBC 
Capital Markets wrote in a note to clients. 

The bailout deal reached this week 
for Cyprus, the cash-strapped Mediter¬ 
ranean island country, has had less than 
a calming effect on investors. For many, 
the stop-gap measure has served only to 
remind them of how deep Europe’s debt 
problems are. 

Hints that the U.S. economy could be 
improving also weren’t enough to squash 
lingering fears about the long-term state 
of the economy, at least not in metals 
trading. 

The Commerce Department said that 
orders for factory-produced durable 
goods rose more than expected in Feb¬ 
ruary. Home prices also rose in January, 
according to the Standard & Poor’s/Case- 
Shiller 20-city price index. 

Copper for May delivery slipped 0.25 
cent to $3.4425 per pound. July platinum 
lost more than 1 percent, down $17.10 to 
$1,569.80 per ounce. June gold dropped 
$9.20 to $1,597.30 per ounce. May silver 
lost 13.6 cents to $28,679 per ounce. June 
palladium was the exception, rising $4.05 


to $761.40 per ounce. 

Energy commodities were up. Bench¬ 
mark crude for May delivery gained $1.53 
to a five-week high of $96.34 a barrel in 
New York. Brent crude, used to price many 
kinds of oil imported by U.S. refineries, 
rose $1.19 to $109.36 per barrel in London. 

Wholesale gasoline rose 5 cents to 
$3.11 a gallon. Heating oil added less 
than a cent to $2.88 a gallon. Natural gas 
advanced by 11 cents to $3.98 per 1,000 
cubic feet.

Fizzy soft drink sales fizzle again in 2012

Americans’ consumption of fizzy 
soft drinks, on the decline since 
2005, fell last year to its lowest level 
since 1996. If it weren’t for increas¬ 
ingly popular energy drinks like 
Monster and Red Bull, the decline 
would have been worse. 

The declines come amid heavy 
attention on soda’s role in obesity 
and related health problems. Most 
prominently, the city of New York 
tried to cap the sizes of high-calorie 
drinks, though that effort was struck 
down by a judge earlier this month. 

The figures come from Beverage 
Digest, an industry newsletter that 
publishes a similar report every 
March. 


The trade journal also found that 
the pace of decline for carbonated 
beverages has sped up. Sales volume 
fell 1.2 percent last year, compared 
with a 1 percent drop in 2011 and a 
0.5 percent drop in 2010. Without 
energy drinks, volume would have 
fallen 1.7 percent. 

A 3 percent soda price hike helped 
revenue rise 1.8 percent to $77.1 billion. 

Carbonated soft drinks still make 
up the biggest category of nonalco¬ 
holic beverages. 

Total drink sales rose 1 percent to 
15.4 billion cases. Fizzy soft drink 
sales amounted to 9.2 billion of those 
cases. Consumers are increasingly 
drinking more bottled water, tea and 
energy drinks. 

The fastest-growing brands by 


volume were Monster, up 19.1 per¬ 
cent; Red Bull, up 17 percent; Dasani, 
up 9.1 percent; Rockstar, up 8 per¬ 
cent; Fanta, up 7 percent; and Ari¬ 
zona, up 6.2 percent. 

The changes in behavior haven’t 
changed who the dominant drink 
makers are, however. 

Coca-Cola, which owns Dasani 
and Powerade, saw its share of the 
beverage market steady at 34 per¬ 
cent, while the share of PepsiCo, 
which owns Gatorade and SoBe, slid 
0.6 percentage points to 26.3. 

Dr Pepper Snapple Group Inc., be¬ 
hind A&W root beer and Deja Blue, 
saw its share fall 0.1 points to 11 per¬ 
cent, while Nestle Waters, behind 
Perrier and Arrowhead, added 0.3 
points to 10.2.

Peabody accused 
of ducking critics 

Peabody Energy says it 
will hold its annual share¬ 
holders meeting in Wyo¬ 
ming to highlight the im¬ 
portance of the coal-rich 
Powder River Basin. 

The meeting will be 
held April 29 at Gillette 
College. 

Peabody is one of the 
world’s largest coal pro¬ 
ducers. 

The Gillette News Re- 
cordreports that one group 
critical of the company, 
Missourians Organizing 
for Reform and Empower¬ 
ment, claims the company 
is trying to avoid hearing 
concerns in its hometown 
regarding environmental 
and health issues related to 
the burning of coal. 

Company spokeswoman 
Beth Sutton says the com¬ 
pany periodically holds 
board meetings in places 
where it has operations.

Google dashes with 
Swedes over word 

Sweden’s language 
watchdog has accused 
Google of trying to control 
the Swedish language in a 
dispute over the definition 
of the colloquial term “un- 
googleable.” 

The Swedish version of 
the word — “ogooglebar” 
— made the Language 
Council of Sweden’s 2012 
list of words that aren’t in 
the Swedish dictionary but 
have entered common par¬ 
lance. The council defined 
it as something “that can¬ 
not be found on the Web 
with a search engine.” 

But Google objected, 
asking for changes show¬ 
ing the expression spe¬ 
cifically refers to Google 
searches and a disclaimer 
saying Google is a regis¬ 
tered trademark, the coun¬ 
cil said Tuesday. 

Rather than changing 
the definition, the council 
deleted the word from the 
list, while stressing “our 
displeasure with Google’s 
attempts to control the lan¬ 
guage.” 

Google refrained from 
commenting on the mat¬ 
ter directly. 

“While Google, like 
many businesses, takes 
routine steps to protect 
our trademarks, we are 
pleased that users con¬ 
nect the Google name 
with great search results,” 
Google spokesman Gustaf 
Brusewitz said in an email.

T-Mobile to offer 
iPhone 5 in April 

T-Mobile will start of¬ 
fering the iPhone 5 on 
April 12. 

The company is cur¬ 
rently the only major U.S. 
carrier not to offer Apple’s 
popular smartphone. At 
an event in New York on 
Tuesday, CEO John Legere 
said the lack of an iPhone 
“was such a huge void in 
our device portfolio.” 

T-Mobile is charging 
$100 up front, then anoth¬ 
er $20 per month for two 
years, on top of the service 
fees for voice, text and data 
that start at $50 per month 
— cheaper than others. 
Customers could leave T- 
Mobile during that time, 


but would still have to pay 
the installments.

Wal-Mart tests 
in-store lockers 
for online orders 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc., 
the world’s largest retailer, 
said Tuesday that it’s going 
to set up lockers in about a 
dozen stores so that shop¬ 
pers who order on its web¬ 
site can pick up their items 
without having to wait in a 
checkout line. 

The test, which is be¬ 
ing conducted during 
the summer in an undis¬ 
closed market, is part of 
Wal-Mart’s strategy to 
offer more convenience 
for web-savvy shoppers 
to make their purchases 
wherever they want. 

Over the past year, Wal- 
Mart has been launching a 
number of initiatives that 
merge its online business 
with its 4,000 physical 
stores. 

That includes same-day 
delivery in five markets 
and an app that allows 
shoppers to scan their 
purchases while in the 
aisles before paying at self¬ 
checkout lanes.

Berkshire amends 
warrant deal 

Warren Buffett’s compa¬ 
ny will likely become one 
of the biggest shareholders 
in Goldman Sachs Group 
Inc. later this year, and 
Berkshire Hathaway Inc. 
won’t even have to part 
with any cash to do so. 

Berkshire and Goldman 
said Tuesday they had re¬ 
negotiated an agreement 
that gave Berkshire the 
right to buy 43.5 million 
shares of the investment 
bank for $115 per share. 
Now the 2008 deal will be 
settled with stock this fall. 

Buffett and Goldman 
Chairman and CEO Lloyd 
Blankfein both character¬ 
ized this new deal as an 
endorsement of the in¬ 
vestment bank — much 
like they did when Buffett 
invested $5 billion in Gold¬ 
man during the financial 
crisis.

Supervalu cutting 
about 1,100 jobs 

Supervalu is eliminat¬ 
ing about 1,100 positions 
nationwide, or about 3 
percent of its workforce, 
less than a week after the 
supermarket operator 
completed the sale of five 
of its grocery chains. 

The company said Tues¬ 
day that sale of the five 
grocery chains means 
that the remaining busi¬ 
ness will need “signifi¬ 
cantly fewer” corporate 
and store support roles and 
functions. 

Supervalu has struggled 
for years to turn around 
its business. The broader 
supermarket industry 
has been facing growing 
competition from big-box 
retailers such as Target, 
drugstore chains and dol¬ 
lar stores.

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Miniature horse large hand for Alaska youngster 


■ Unique animal provides balance, mobility 
for four-year-old with genetic disorder

ANCHORAGE - A young 
miniature horse in sneak¬ 
ers is helping a 4-year-old 
special needs child at an 
Anchorage public elemen¬ 
tary school. 

Zoe, a black mare, is a 
service animal for pre¬ 
schooler Zaiden Beattie 
at Russian Jack Elemen¬ 
tary School. It’s the only 
service horse in an Alaska 
school — and after mul¬ 
tiple online searches, the 
only service horse Princi¬ 
pal Elizabeth Hornbuckle 
could find at any school in 
the nation. 

Zaiden is one of 300 
children in the U.S. diag¬ 
nosed with A-T, or ataxia- 
telangiectasia, a genetic 
disorder that progressively 
robs children of their abil¬ 
ity to coordinate move¬ 
ment such as walking. 
Zaiden’s mother, Lesley 
Zacharias, a professional 
horse trainer, is teaching 
Zoe to help Zaiden walk 
steadily until the disease 
inevitably shackles him to 
a wheelchair. 

“He moves around a lot 
better and has more en¬ 
ergy if he’s got a hand on 
someone, either holding 
someone’s hand or a hand 
on something,” Zacharias 
said. “My personal goal is 
first grade with a pony in¬ 
stead of a walker.” 

The head of the 
10-month-old horse only 
rises to an adult’s waist 
and is almost irresistible 
to touch, though training 
protocols call for her to be 
petted on the neck, not the 
face, and only when given 
permission. Zoe is calm 
but playful, eager to play 
or work, and lets her own¬ 
ers know it by nuzzling 
their hands. 

The sturdy, 150-pound 
animal began making 
appearances in Zaiden’s 
preschool classroom in 
January. Early training 


began with socialization 
— exposure to crowds 
and loud noises such as the 
school’s fire alarm. Now 
she’s learning tasks. 

“She’s providing bal¬ 
ance and mobility, and 
she’s learning how to pick 
things up and eventually 
hand things to him,” Zach¬ 
arias said. 

Zacharias describes 
Zaiden’s balance as “good 
to wobbly.” 

“He trips a fair amount. 
He falls down a fair 
amount,” she said. “Some 
days, by the time he gets 
off the school bus, his legs 
look like they’re going to 
give out.” 

Most people with the 
disease are in a wheelchair 
by the age of 16. A-T also 
causes immune system 


problems and a high rate 
of cancer, and patients 
generally die in their 20s, 
according to the National 
Cancer Institute. 

“It’s progressive. Fatal. 
Basically he’s going to 
lose his brain cells in his 
cerebellum, so he’ll just 
continually lose motor 
skill ability,” Zacharias 
said. “But intellectually, 
he’s going to be there the 
whole time.” 

U.S. Department of Jus¬ 
tice regulations that took 
effect in March 2011 rec¬ 
ognized miniature horses 
as service animals under 
the Americans with Dis¬ 
abilities Act, and Zacha¬ 
rias became determined to 
find one to extend her son’s 
mobility. Her partner, Joel 
Beattie, was skeptical, she 


said, but one by one, ob¬ 
stacles fell. 

She couldn’t find a baby 
horse but did locate a preg¬ 
nant mare in Minnesota 
that had been used as a 
therapy horse for children 
with disabilities. Nine- 
year-old Gwendolyn was 
trucked to Washington 
then transported by ferry 
and van to Anchorage by 
Zacharias’ sister. Zoe was 
born in the family’s garage 
in May. 

Their long-time land¬ 
lord surprised them and 
said, yes, Zaiden could 
have a service horse inside 
their rented house. 

Even before Zoe was 
born, educators at the el¬ 
ementary school helped 
solve problems such as 
how to keep the horse 
from sliding on the hard 
school floors. Hornbuck¬ 
le, the principal, found 
the answer with an on¬ 
line search. She learned 
another miniature horse 
owner bought shoes at a 


Build-A-Bear Workshop 
store. Zoe now has eight 
sets. 

Many people want to 
know if Zoe is housebro- 
ken. The horse has defe¬ 
cated just twice inside the 
school, including once “on 
cue” at a staff meeting after 
Hornbuckle said accidents 
were likely to happen. 

Zaiden’s teacher, Cyn¬ 
thia Temple, said people 
in the school district have 
offered her sympathy for 
having to tolerate a horse 
in her classroom. She said 
it was an easy call because 
it makes Zaiden’s life bet¬ 
ter. 

“My goal as a teacher 
for all the kids is indepen¬ 
dence, regardless of their 
needs,” Temple said. “For 
Zaiden, an independent 
thing was putting on his 
coat, which was big feat, 
and using the zipper. Now 
Zoe is part of how Zaiden 
is going to function, walk¬ 
ing and getting up from his 
chair, those little things 


that I can already see.” 

The law gives Zaiden 
the right to walk with his 
horse into restaurants and 
stores, but Zacharias has 
been cautious about public 
appearances. 

“I want it to be appre¬ 
ciated, not just allowed,” 
she said. “I feel a heavy 
responsibility in being an 
advocate not just for my 
son’s condition but also 
for miniature horses and 
for service animals.” 

She’s keeping a record 
of her family’s experi¬ 
ence, perhaps as a guide 
for others in her family’s 
situation. 

“It would be neat to look 
back and have some legacy 
to leave when Zaiden is 
gone,” she said. “To have 
something and say, yes, 
this happened and it was 
really difficult, but look at 
what we were able to cre¬ 
ate out of it, and none of 
that would have happened 
if it weren’t for this situa¬ 
tion.”

There are 279 days left in the 
year. 

Today's highlight in history: 

On March 27,1513, Spanish explorer Juan 
Ponce de Leon (hwahn pahns duh LEE - 
ohn) sighted present-day Florida. 

On this date: 

In 1942, American servicemen were 
granted free mailing privileges. 

In 1958, Nikita Khrushchev became So¬ 
viet premier in addition to First Secretary 
of the Communist Party. 

In 1964, Alaska was hit by a powerful 
earthquake and tsunamis that killed about 
130 people. 

In 1973, “The Godfather” won the Acad¬ 
emy Award for best picture of 1972, but its 
star, Marlon Brando, refused to accept his 
Oscar for best actor. Liza Minnelli won best 
actress for “Cabaret.” 

In 1977, 583 people were killed when a 
KLM Boeing 747, attempting to take off, 
crashed into a Pan Am 747 on the Canary 
Island of Tenerife. 

Ten years ago: Russia's Evgeni Plush- 
enko won his second World Figure Skating 
Championships title, edging American Tim 
Goebel at the MCI Center in Washington 
D.C. Pulitzer Prize-winning playwright 
Paul Zindel died in New York at age 66. 

Five years ago: The Pentagon said De¬ 
fense Secretary Robert Gates had ordered 
a full inventory of all nuclear weapons and 
related materials after the mistaken deliv¬ 
ery of ballistic missile fuses to Taiwan. 

One year ago: A JetBlue Airways cap¬ 
tain ran through the cabin of a New York- 
to-Las Vegas flight yelling about religion 
and terrorists before he was locked out of 
the cockpit, then tackled and restrained 
by passengers. (Clayton Osbon was 
charged with interference with a flight 
crew; he was found not guilty by reason of 
insanity.)
